Our  own  introductions  originated  by  M.  S.  Curtis 


As  it  is  our  desire  to  increase  our  stock  of  these  wonderful  varieties  we  will  be 
unable  to  accept  any  orders  until  next  spring: 


JACK  CURTIS  (H.  C.).  Without  doubt  one  of  the  finest,  largest,  most  spectacular  Dahlias 
ever  originated.  It  is  an  exceptionally  magnificent  blossom  of  a rich  deep  glowing  velvety 
maroon.  The  stem  is  extremely  long  and  stiff,  holding  the  flower  high  above  a medium  tall 
bush.  This  is  the  Dahlia  that  attracted  so  much  attention  at  the  National  Capital  Dahlia 
Show  last  fall.  In  addition  to  winning  first  prize  as  the  best  seedling,  it  won  as  the  largest 
flower  shown  in  competition  with  over  10.000  blooms.  It  actually  measured  slightly  over  12 
inches  in  diameter,  and  6%  inches  deep.  It  also  had  the  honor  of  winning  first  in  each  show 
entered,  as  well  as  receiving  the  highest  score,  92.8. 


JACKIE  BOY  (D.).  A magnificent  flower  of  a rich,  deep,  American  Beauty  rose  color.  The 
stem  is  very  stiff  held  high  above  a very  tall  bush.  The  foliage  is  like  leather  and  the  bush 
will  tower  above  all  others  to  an  average  of  eight  or  nine  feet.  The  flower  is  very  large  and 
deep,  averaging  nine  to  ten  inches.  Jackie  Boy  won  second  to  Jack  Curtis  in  each  show 
entered  during  1926. 


NELLIE  CURTIS  (D.).  This  beautiful  Dahlia  is  in  a color  class  by  itself,  being  a rich  deep 
orange  and  buff  suffused  gold  shading  to  a perfect  “sweet  shrub”  color  at  the  center.  The 
stem  is  stiff.  Bush  medium  tall  with  fine  heavy  foliage.  Score  89. 


WM.  T.  S.  CURTIS  (D.).  Another  wonder.  Fully  described  under  photograph  on  Page  7.

We  quote  below  comments  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Kesecker,  Dahlia  expert 
of  Washington,  D.  C.,  who  tried  this  Dahlia  in  his  garden  last  year. 

This  new  wonder,  of  tremendous  size,  introduced  by  Mr.  Curtis,  and 
named  for  his  father,  proved  a most  popular  flower  in  our  garden  last  year, 
scoring  ninety  and  over.  It  is  a beautiful  warm,  silvery  mauve,  the  great  blooms, 
11  inches  across,  carried  proudly  high  on  stiff,  hard  stems,  attracting  instant 
attention.  The  petals  are  extremely  wide,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  illustration. 
It  is  an  exceptionally  free  bloomer,  as  many  as  six  or  eight  flowers  gracing  the 
bush  at  a time,  and  they  all  come  uniformly  large.  A fine  keeper  at  exhibitions. 
An  excellent  “cut-and-come-again”  variety.
